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This decision is in response to "PETITION FOR REVIVAL OF AN APPLICATION 
FOR PATENT ABANDONED UNINTENTIONALLY UNDER 37 CFR 1 .137(b)" filed 14 May 
2001. 



On 03 November 1999, applicants filed international application PCT/US99/25903, which 
claimed a priority date of 06 November 1998. A copy of the international application was 
communicated to the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) from the International 
Bureau on 18 May 2000. A Demand for international preliminary examination, in which the 
United States was elected, was filed on 25 April 2000, which was within nineteen months from 
the priority date. Accordingly, the thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the 
United States expired at midnight on 06 April 2001. 

On 14 May 2001, applicants filed a submission for entry into the national stage in the 
United States which was accompanied by, inter alia, the U.S. Basic National Fee. 

On 13 March 2001, applicants also filed the instant "PETITION FOR REVIVAL OF AN 
APPLICATION FOR PATENT ABANDONED UNINTENTIONALLY UNDER 37 CFR 
1.137(b)".

CFR 1 .137(b) for revival have been satisfied and revival is therefore appropriate.
